MARRIAGE FIRST COUSINS 


Reprinted from the “Journal the American Medical 
July 1924 


Douglas Murphy, M.D., Rutherfordton, C., 
has studied the results marriage first cousins, 
illustrated family which carefully charts for 
seven generations. 


family described here interest for several 
reasons: the large number marriages between first 
cousins; the fact that four these occurred direct 
line descent, and the striking lack mental and 
physical deterioration result such constant 
intermarriage. 

“The earliest known member this family came 
from Germany 1731, and settled Pennsylvania. 
died there, leaving twenty-four children, one 
whom migrated western North Carolina, where 
settled 1797. Since that date his descendants have 
remained great extent the same locality. Isolation 
and bent toward intermarriage produced many 
families within the clan. 

member this family that lived adult 
age married and had many children. The later genera- 
tions seem quite prolific were the earlier 
ones. 

“There were seven cases marriage between first 
cousins. The second couple these were double first 
cousins. But this has had effect the number 
children result these marriages, the health 
the children. far that was concerned, was 
good the health any the other citizens the 
same community. 

record any physical abnormalities 
anywhere the family, and there only one case 
slightly impaired mentality, which occurred the 
third generation. But view the fact that the 
following generations are normal, this one abnormal 
individual produced cannot attributed the in- 
breeding its parents. 

“The only noticeable feature this family, from 
pathologic point view, the apparently high 
mortality, which means low vitality.” 


shows that while the death rate infants the 
country averaged 73.7 per thousand live births, the 
rate infants the marriages which the parents 
were first cousins was 363.6 per thousand, and the 
same family where the parents were not first cousins 
220.9.

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cousins detrimental the mental well the 
physical health the offspring, Dr. Murphy concludes:

MENTAL HYGIENE CHILDHOOD 

quote the following excerpts from paper, 
Childhood,” read Dr. Bernard Glueck the All- 
Philadelphia Conference Social Work, and reprinted 

his introduction Dr. Glueck points out the remark- 
able growth interest child hygiene during the last 
twenty-five years and the similar but less rapid advance 
the understanding the mental life children. 
Much the latter has come from the study patho- 
logical mental conditions, get clues for understanding 
the causes that brought such conditions about. Dr. 
Glueck says: 


careful study the life careers these malad- 
justed and sick people, the environmental setting 
which they grew and lived, the special stresses 
and strains that they encountered their efforts 
adjust the demands life, and those critical 
points their lives which were associated with the 
onset their troubles, leads the growing conviction 
that purely psychological and social factors have the 
power cause these difficulties. 

“Nevertheless, there very likely available more 
dependable knowledge than being actually utilized, 
particularly those who have the rearing and edu- 
cation childhood hand, the parent and the teacher 
—enough dependable information, any rate, 
justify the principle upon which are based the central 
purpose and the outstanding hope many the most 
far-reaching enterprises child welfare—the principle, 
namely, that the destiny the individual determined 
very largely those experiences that come him 
during the very early years life. 

have deal with the men and women 
before us—and this applies also children very 
tender age—is already manifold and complex 
fication whatever was originally characteristic 
them. precisely the plasticity and modifiability 


human nature and its responsiveness environmenta 
stimuli from the very beginning life that make 
possible human life and progress its individual and 
social relations. 

the child, more than the adult, subject 
direct and continuous influences from his environ- 
ment over which has little control, and nat- 
urally depends for much his training and guidance 
upon imitation the attitude and behavior the 
adults who surround him. But the importance en- 
vironment for the life the child not exhausted 
the circumstance that furnishes much the child’s 
daily stimulus and pattern for behavior. Its impor- 
tance enhanced the fact that childhood imposes 
serious limitations upon outlet and response the 
situations and problems created for the child his 
environment. 

important feature child life not ordinarily 
stressed enough discussions the subject. Individ- 
uation being only relatively developed, the child has 
but very few channels for the realization the self, and 
for outlets kind that might provide opportunity 
for the enhancement the self. the grown-up in- 
dividual fails husband, can find compensation 
success business man, being jolly good fellow, 
what not. The fact that adulthood offers much 
greater variety outlets than does childhood. 
child fails pupil obedient son daughter, 
there hardly avenue left through which may 
find the compensatory stimulus success, unless 
successful rebel dodger. Indeed, many the 
behavior difficulties childhood can explained 
this basis very large extent. 

child merely the reflection something that was char- 
acteristic some one more his ancestors, the 
immediate, determining factors are apt ignored; 
the problem then apt viewed problem 
predestination, which commonly leads attitudes 
despair and failure instead calm and common- 
sense endeavor correct the situation 

“The point wish make that sound mental- 
hygiene attitude and program must based upon 
common-sense and judicious view the problem 
heredity, and must not permit itself carried off its 
feet some the unwarranted conclusions the 
fringe fanaticism that surrounds the eugenic move- 
ment. 

“The emphasis upon the unconscious motivation 
human behavior probably the most significant con- 
tribution modern science and makes possible much 
clearer orientation with respect the entire problem 
the child’s relation his parents and teachers. 

motives back teacher’s parent’s attitude 
conduct toward child may entirely hidden from 
them, and may spring from sources identical with those 
that determine the very conduct they are trying 
correct the child. 

“Tt not ordinarily the parent’s teacher’s adult- 
hood that renders difficult his management the child; 
rather the infantile and childish elements his own 
make-up that are responsible for the difficulty. 

“This brings what probably the central point 
departure dealing with any phase the mental 
hygiene problems childhood—namely, that one 
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commonly obliged deal with situations, with settings, 
which all sorts persons and all sorts factors play 
important addition the réle played the 
child himself. 

“The infant, being relatively but little aware its 
environment, solves its simple problems desire 
reactions that tend immediate gratification. When 
hungry, howls for food; when sleepy, forthwith 
proceeds sleep; when desirous relief from bladder 
bowel discomfort, simply relieves itself, irrespective 

life proceeds, these balkings and frustrations 
desire increase frequency, the sacrifices personal 
comfort and happiness become keener, and becomes 
utmost importance for the welfare the individual 
that cultivate healthy methods adaptation 
these problems. 

human infant comes into life with pretty well- 
constructed machinery for the functions life. Like 
other living beings, endowed nature with cer- 
tain dispositions action, but more than any other 
living being has learn the technique for the proper 
use its machinery. This knowledge comes the 
developing child through imitation, deliberate un- 
witting suggestion from its environment, precept, 
formal training, and experience. great impor- 
tance, therefore, that the growing child not exposed 
unhealthy ways adaptation the problem 
desire the part the adults its environment. 
What are some these unhealthy ways adaptation? 
commonly met with bad method adaptation this 
problem seen the parent who shows his attitude, 
mood, and behavior the characteristics the dis- 
appointed individual. Life being is, there 
plenty occasion for children exposed 
repeated exhibition the sighs and regrets, the worries 
and anxieties, that come the wake balked 
frustrated desire. positive principle mental hy- 
giene, and one that parents ought cultivate deli- 
berately, the maintenance, far possible, 
cheerful and philosophic attitude the face such 
defeats. 

‘Without the opportunity for relief through recourse 
the imagination, life would become altogether un- 
bearable for the growing child. Moreover, there 
positive value the exercise the imagination can 
harnessed constructive purposes. But there lurks 
great danger too great cultivation capacity 
and trend for satisfaction through the mere imagining 
solution fulfillment. its extreme form this 
adaptive mechanism reflected the delusions the 
insane, and the tendency habitual escape from 
reality this manner often foreshadows serious men- 
tal disorder. 

very important aspect any deliberate under- 
taking the direction hygiene the mind has 
with the proper management the problem 
human desire. The positive mental-hygiene principles 
that can brought bear upon man’s manner 
adaptation this problem have do, the one 
hand, with the sensible, healthy ‘conditioning one’s 
desires,’ and the other hand with the recognition 
the fact that important element growth from in- 
fancy maturity the ability postpone aban- 
don completely the gratification desire. 


“The process growing from childhood depen- 
dency adulthood—a process that has one its 
important elements the acquisition, formally other- 
wise, the social heritage the human race—is 
very large extent taken with the problem adjust- 
ing oneself the ‘guidance’ that comes from one 
the authoritative sources surrounding the 

child gives willingly and without much per- 
sonal discomfort the advantages this period. The 
absolute security and satisfaction that the mother’s love 
and tenderness bring the infant, the more less 
absolute control the environment, far personal 
needs are concerned, through the mere exhibition 
signs discomfort, render this state extremely attrac- 
tive the individual, and begins experience the 
unpleasant features state dependency only 
connection with the attempts the part the adults 
his environment ‘bring him up,’ ‘to educate 

“On the part the adult the difficulty lies the 
incorrigible tendency human nature find means 
for the expansion the ‘ego’ the exercise authority 
over others. are ordinarily blind the excellent 
opportunities for this indulgence that lie close hand 
connection with the constant need for the control 
ourselves. Where concerns parents, the situation 
rendered still more difficult because the tendency 
make the most the natural satisfaction which the 
loving care baby brings with it. Parents have been 
known express themselves ‘hating see their 
children grow up’. 

constructive mental hygiene program child- 
hood will include essential feature opportunities 
for every child the community experience success 
some direction, and will pay heed those conditions 
the child’s play work life that tend expose him 
repeated experiences failure. 

considerable virtue the reiteration the 
obvious fact that not all can engineers and that 
the scheme life requires that some content 
with being merely oilers. mean say that frequently 
enough children are exposed unnecessarily experi- 
ences failure for other reason than that their 
parents have ambitions for them that are quite beyond 
their capacity for attainment. 

not obvious most us, and what

“It the refinement and socialization these early 
components personality—their integration into 
central impulse that altruistic and creative instead 
selfish and largely destructive nature, their trans- 
formation from crude and direct and unlovely means for 
self-gratification into what has the capacity for be- 
coming the noblest and most beautiful human rela- 
tions—that involved normal growth from infancy 
adulthood. Fortunately, great part this refining 
process takes place spontaneously and very large 

merely want bring your attention the fact 
that very often the maladjusted child suffers under the 
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central burden unhealthy emotional exploitation 
jealous brother sister, over-prudish and 
pathologically sex-shy teacher. Also, that many the 
adult neurotics and good-for-nothings and criminals 
reflect central problem their unhealthy per- 
sonality maladjustment the sexual sphere. 

“In the progressive integration the personality, 
the love life the individual constitutes the very core 
the integrated whole, and colors very determining 
degree his main purposes life. largely accord- 
ance with the pattern his childhood affective rela- 
tionships that the individual shapes his love life and his 
attitude toward the problem mating. 

“Repeatedly have had occasion observe how 
the quite innocent and entirely natural childhood exhi- 
bitions sex curiosity, interest, and overt expression 
tend reactions the part grown-ups that make 
the youngster feel deeply ashamed and guilty and call 
the first inclination toward deception and subter- 
uge 
cannot into greater detail here regarding 
this important phase child life, but were possible 
the most comprehensive manner, one would 
come the same practical that 
constructive mental-hygiene program for childhood 
rests primarily upon thorough-going honesty the 
part adults their dealing with the child.” 


SEX EDUCATION THE HOME 

chapter Sex Education the Home, 
Public Health Service, find unusually clear ap- 
proach this problem.

sex education the home. much what one 
does for the child what one does with it, that counts’ 
has been truly said. This truth applies especially 
the time when young people are apt drift away from 
their parents and find companionship most unex- 


pected quarters. then that mother must see 
that they come direct from school and that there 
loitering where they may open the indiscriminate 
influences that work evil when supervision lacking. 
worse when they come from school and ‘Mother 
isn’t home.’ Bad consequences have been traced 
this state affairs.

CHILDREN’S CONFERENCES ABROAD

THE LEGION REAFFIRMS ITS PROGRAM 

Following speech Mr. Mark McKee

who need some kind care, and emphasized the 
salient points the Legion’s program, the Convention 
unanimously accepted the report Special Com- 
mittee, reaffirming the Legion’s stand the following 
words: 


That the American Legion reiterate 
the acknowledgment its duty and obligation care 
for the dependent children the veterans the World 
War, and addition continue strive for the attain- 
ment square deal for all children. 

That this convention approve the work the 
National Children’s Welfare Committee performed 
since the last annual convention and commend for 
the auspicious beginning this important phase 
American Legion activity made possible its efforts. 

That caring for dependent children de- 
ceased and disabled service men the integrity the 
home shall maintained, order that children 
the same family kept together and left the care 
their own mother whenever conditions permit. 
Where this impossible such children shall adopted 
into foster homes where the local posts can effectively 
follow and safeguard the welfare such children. 

That the Otter Lake Billet and the Kansas Billet, 
when completed, maintained and supported nation- 
ally clearing houses care for such children tempor- 
arily cannot cared for either their own 
suitable foster homes until such time other homes 
may provided for them. 

That the action the National Children’s Wel- 
fare Committee and the National Executive Committee 
accepting the gift the Otter Lake Billet from 
the Michigan and the gift 388 acres 


land and $100,000 cash from the Department 
Kansas for the erection similar billet Mont- 
gomery County, Kansas, hereby formally ratified 
and approved, and the thanks the convention 
extended the Departments Michigan and Kansas 
for their actions this respect, and the National 
Children’s Welfare Committee empowered accept 
such other gifts money, land and service may 
line with their purposes. 

“6. That the American Legion pledges itself 
secure state and federal legislation for the protection 
all children where such legislation not present 
the statute books. 

“7. That the American Legion pledges its support 
all approved and recognized national organizations 
working for the care and education children their 
endeavors build for better citizenship tomorrow. 

That National Children’s Welfare Committee, 
appointed the incoming National Commander, 
shall consist nine members, three serve one year, 
three serve two years, and three serve three years, 
contemplating the appointment three each year for 
terms three years each, thereby securing continuity 
administration carry the work begun the 
present committee. the American Legion 
Auxiliary and the and invited appoint 
similar committee like number for like terms. All 
three committees function joint committee and 
have equal voice carrying out this program im- 
portant each the organizations. 

“9. That each department urged appoint 
departmental children’s welfare committee and 
encourage the appointment like committee each 
post function with the departmental committee 
aid carrying out the work the National Committee 
their communities. 

“10. That the National Finance Committee 
directed immediately take steps secure permanent 
endowment fund sufficient size permit the above 
outlined program financed with the interest 
derived from such permanent endowment.”

THE RESULTS PROBATION 

Directed the legislature study the results 
probation survey the conduct probationers 
subsequent their probation terms, the Massachusetts 
Commission Probation has reported detail its 
findings adults and juveniles, and concludes that 
the value probation both classes cases has been 
demonstrated. The survey covered 2,114 persons 
placed probation during 1915 courts represen- 
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tative rural and urban industrial and residential com- 
munities. The history these probationers July 
1923, was studied. Nearly 300 boys between the 
ages and years were included, whom 239 were 
carried through the original probation period without 
surrender and commitment. these 239 boys dis- 
charged from probation the community, per cent. 
had subsequent court record and per cent. had not 
any time been committed institutions. The 
average age the boys 1923 was years, and per 
cent. the entire group, the average four years be- 
yond the juvenile-court age, had had adult criminal 
records. 

Information the habits and work records during 


1923 those who had been probation juveniles 


1915 was secured for 197 civil life. these, per 
cent. were steady workers and per cent. were 
drinkers. The neighborhood surroundings 124 boys 
1923 and 1915 were compared; per cent. were 
the same sort neighborhood 1923 1915, 
per cent. less favorable, and per cent. more 
favorable neighborhood. 

distinctly better showing was made the boys 
probation for period one year over than boys 
probation for shorter periods, and the contrast was 
more marked among boys with unfavorable home con- 
ditions. Boys probation more than once were less 
successful, tested subsequent court records, than 
those probation once only. The proportion boys 
succeeding after repeated trials probation 
ciently large, however, justify repetition probation, 
but second probation should regarded serious 
undertaking and should accompanied further 
study the factors the delinquency. 

The effectiveness probation can greatly in- 
creased, the Commission believes, greater attention 
factors apparent discoverable the outset, 
using longer probation terms for those with bad habits 
unfavorable home and neighborhood surroundings, 
and making probation supervision more elastic and 
more thorough cases marked features prognostic 
poor response. (Report the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Court the Massachusetts Commission Proba- 
tion Inquiry into the Permanent Results Pro- 
bation, March 15, 1924. Senate No. 431, Boston, 
1924.)

NEWS FROM OUR MEMBERS 

The Baltimore Branch the Maryland Children’s 
Aid Society sponsored unusual money-raising effort 
May this year, organizing Horse Show and 
Military Carnival the Timonium Fair Grounds. 
The executive was relieved responsibility planning, 
through the co-operation the regular volunteers, 
who secured the active interest about five hundred 
persons for the preliminary work. 

Although the day the Carnival was rainy and mud 
very deep crowd 15,000 persons 
nancial results were gratifying, that $11,116.91 were 
cleared; but the attendant publicity for the Children’s 
Aid Society considered even more valuable. All 
the newspapers carried news articles about the Carnival 
and most them published extensive write-ups the 
work the Society well. 

The Superintendent Dependent and Neglected 
Children the Province Alberta writes: “We are 
busy now getting all our children placed foster homes. 
The Shelters, which formerly were used too much 
boarding homes are now being used clearing houses 
Workers from the Province who attended the 
National Conference Social Work Toronto re- 
ported the Provincial Conference Medicine Hat, 
giving the high points the Toronto Conference the 
workers the West. 


The Children’s Bureau the State Board Public 
Welfare Virginia came into existence the Ist 
April 1924. 1922 the State Board Public Welfare 
was charged with the respunsibility, through the 
Children’s Bureau, for the care and supervision the 
mentally defective, dependent and delinquent children 
Virginia. was further authorized receive the 
mentally defective, dependent and delinquent children 
the State and give them suitable physical and 
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mental examination and treatment. March, 1924, 
the appropriation the Children’s Bureau was ap- 
proximately $20,000—three times what had formerly 
been. Since 1910 the State Board Public Welfare 
has acquired the care and control approximately 
4,000 children—1,500 2,000 whom are family 
homes, others institutions and with relatives. 

This Bureau has responsibility for all colored de- 
pendents and white and colored delinquents. The 
private institutions and the Virginia Children’s Home 
Society take care white dependents. now has the 
following staff: Miss Gay Shepperson, Director;

The Unmarried Mothers Department the Jewish 
Board Guardians its Third Annual Report, just 
published, contains the following points interest: 


“During the past four years 916 unmarried women 
have been the care this Department, and 
reflects considerable credit that out this number 
only per cent. have been lost track of. 

“An interesting study has also been made 100 
after-care and 100 field cases unmarried women. 
This has shown that the largest percentage girls 
were between and years age. the 200 
women studied 104 were born Europe, chiefly 
Russia; 118 were American citizens, some course 
naturalization. All but the women had had 
some public school education. The study showed that 
162 girls were normal physical condition and 170 
were normal mentally. the babies, the study in- 
dicated per cent. had died. Fifty-eight the 
girls had married—23 the father the baby, and 
other than the father.”
